As a result of Macmillan’s 
visits to Washington and Paris, 
the Western leaders seem to 
have lost their original enthus- 
iasm for the summit meet. They 
have agreed in principle that 
the summit meeting should be 
held only if the results of the 
foreign ministers’ talks war- 
rant it. 

This Western attitude is dis- 
tasteful to the Russian leaders, 
hence, the insistence that the 
summit conference be given 
precedence.

U.S. Hopeful 


Japan Will 
Spend More 
On Defense 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The United States is hope- 
ful that Japan will shoulder its 
own defense burden to a grow- 
ing extent and thus reduce its 
need for U.S. mili aid, 
diplomatic sources said y. 

The sources confirmed Tokyo 
reports that Japan have 
to take a substantial cut in US. 
arms assistance during the cur- 
rent year and years to come. 

The Japanese, however, have 
been pressing for continuation 
of US. military aid at the pres- 
ent rate—reported to be $100 
million a year—for the next five 
years, 

Washington diplomats said 
the reasons for the aid cuts 
were firstly, lack of available 
funds this year to meet pressing 
needs and, secondly, that it had 
always been intended that U.S. 
military aid would “taper off” 
as the Japanese became capable 

of bearing their own defense 


U.S. officials declined to con- 
firm Tokyo reports that Wa- 
shington was “dissatisfied” 
with Japan’s defense effort. But 
diplomatic circles said the 
United States had supplied hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars’ 
worth of weapons and arms 
equipment to Japan since 
Japan’s Self-Defense Force was 
established. 

It planned to continue this aid 
to develop Japan's forces in the 
mutual interest of both coun- 
tries but on a reduced scale, the 


sources said. 

Reports from Tokyo have 
said that for the last few years 
the U.S. contribution has ac 
counted for roughly one-third 
of Japan's defense budget. The

Mrs. Masako Shima, associate 
professor at Ochanomizu Wom- 
en's University, is one of the 
few young women scientists of 
Japan today.

Asked about possibilities on 
Japanese export of consumer 
goods to Russia, Fedorenko said 
Russia would give the matter 
consideration if desired by Ja- 
pan.

Red China Leap Forward 
Believed Largely Fraud

In my column last week I 
tried to blow away some of the 
awe surrounding the Soviet eco- 
nomic progress and to bring it 
into a common sense perspec- 
tive. 

Seen in terms of comparable 
over-all figures, the Soviet ac- 
complishment does not appear 
particularly impressive, and in 
direct comparison with what 
Japan has done the Soviet would 
seem to have been wasting time. 
Taking a reading on Red China 
and what is going on inside 
that concentration camp Is a bit 
more difficult, but I am making 
what I trust is an educated 
guess in concluding that their 
“great leap forward” is also 
mostly fraud. 

China's Resources 

Red China to begin with is 
no Russia. Where the Soviet 
embarked on its experiment in 
progress through tyranny with 
benefit of a very large share of 
the world’s undeveloped natural 
resources, the Reds in China 
begin with not much of any- 
thing but their patient hordes 
of people. While China has a 
fair amount of minerals and 
fuel and an intensive and pro- 
ductive agricultural system, 
there are so many Chinese that 
per capita the country is prob- 
ably as poor in natural wealtn 
as any in the Orient. 


Even if the Red Chinese can 

fulfill their boast of catching up 
with Britain’s over-all industrial 
production, that would only give 
each Chinese a little over 5 per 
cent of what each British con- 
sumer gets from his economy. 
And the Reds would not let 
their people consume it uny- 
way. 
Even the above low target 
would seem to be mostly mirage 
in terms of any kind of balanced 
economic development. The 
easily imp observers 
from the Free World have 
made much of the Red’s cam- 
paign to kill filles in China, 
and of such industrial mon- 
strosities as the backyard 
blast furnaces which seem to 
constitute Chairman Mao's hope 
for the future in steel. Let us 
look at the figures, even such 
distorted ones as come out of 
the China mainland. And above 
all, let us compare them with 
what has been done elsewhere 
in the Orient during the same 
period of time. 


Low Per Capita Income 
First, regard income, which 
is the only real yardstick of 
economic development, if that 
development is to have any use 
beyon 
an leaders military pla 
to brandish. The -Red nese 
per capita income may not be 
the lowest in the world but it 
must approach it. It runs by 
the most generous figures about 
$60 a year, up by grace of 
statistical generosi from 
something like $35 over the last 
five years.

ing for the moment the horrible 
waste and the even more horri- 
ble quality of steel made in 
somebody's backyard, Red China 
in 1957 managed to turn out 
about 18 pounds of steel per 
person, Steel is not particularly 
economic in Taiwan nor has it 
been much develo there, but 
the island in 1957 turned out 
20 nds per person, and again 
with a yearly rate of increase 
faster than that of 
mainland. 


Or take electric power, which 
is a better economic indicator 
than steel. Red China turned 
out in 1957 something like 
30 kilowatt hours per yedr per 
person, or not enough to run a 
60 watt light for two hours a 
day.. Talwan produces more 
than 250 kilowatt hours per per- 
son in a year and is probably 
installing more capacity per per- 
son each year than the total 
power availability per  per- 
son in China.

There is no rationing on Tal- 
wan and the Taiwan consumer 
uses about three times as much 
cotton cloth a year as the main- 
land Red Chinese, plus rayon 
and a fair amount of wool—this 
in a tropical climate many 
degrees warmer than most of 
China. There is no rationing 
in Japan efther, and the Japa- 
nese produce more than five 
times as much cotton cloth per 
person as in Red China, with 
more than 30 yards per person 
of rayon and synthetics in addi- 
tion. As a very real additional 
comparison, Red China’s output 


of cotton cloth has gone up | Stow 


only very little In the last five 
years while that in Taiwan. has 
nearly doubled. What tRen of

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World Picture Changing 
For Exports of Textiles 


By SHELDON WESSON 


In the naturally self-centered 
concern, in Japan, with the 
world textile market, there is a 
tendency to forget that even the 
supposedly big, strong American 
textile industry is having its ex- 
port troubles, too. 

The emergence of “new” na- 
tions in the world textile pro- 
duction and export picture poses 
problems for the United States, 
too. The factors in this situa- 
tion were summed up recently 
by John W. Murray, secretary 
of the Textile Export Associa- 
tion of the Uniteds States, for 
the Daily News Record. 

Exports of cotton textiles by 
the U.S. for 1958 are estimated 
at a little over 500 million yards, 
compared with 553 million in 
1953, 511 million in 1956, 539 
million in 1955, and the all-time 
high of 1,500 million in 1947. 
The last comparison is widely 
recognized as an abnormal year, 
during which only the U.S., of 
the world’s major textile mak- 
ers, was able to supply pent- 
up postwar world requirements. 

‘Equalization Payments’ 

Thé 1958 showing would have 
been even poorer, Murray says, 
if it were not for the “equaliza- 
tion payments” which offset the 
raw cotton price advantage of 
foreign producers—in other 
words, an exports subsidy on 
cotton texiles as well as on raw 
cotton. 

Shipments of rayon .and syn- 
thetic fabrics by the U.S. in 1958 

“were about 150 million yards, 
compared with 171 million in 
1957, 192 million in 1956 and 198 
million in 1955. 

The outlook for 1959 for the 
U.S. exporters, Murray opines, 
is “mixed.” Some countries have 
improved their gold and dollar 
reserves and may relax restric- 
tions on imports, but this, he 
says, is “far from certain.” Ex- 
porters, he adds, “generally look 
for increased competition, more 
restrictions to protect infant in- 
dustries, and a continuation of 
eurrent international tensions.” 

Common Market Effects 

Japan is not alone in worry- 
ing about the effects of the Eu- 
ropean Common Market. A 
GATT report on the subject has 
pointed out that there will be a 
further decline, worldwide, in 
textile commerce and probable 
loss of markets within the EEC 
for American and other non- 
common-market producers—in- 
cluding, of course, Japan. 

“The association of overseas 
territories . with EEC,” the 
GATT report states, “will give 
raise to discrimination against 
other countries In Africa and 
elsewhere, not only in the area 
of tariffs, but also through long- 
term arrangements and con- 
tracts and through preferential 
treatment of investment .. . it 
will be strictly diverting in- 
stead of trade creating.” 

India, Pakistan, Hongkong, 
Korea, Japan are all overex- 
panded in textile capacity, and 
must seek more exports to 


occupy their machinery. Added 
to this is Red China's goal of 10 
billion yards’ production—equal 
to the U.S.—in 1962. 

Closer to the United States is 
the fact that, as Murray puts it, 
“there is not a single country 
in South America which can be 
described as a niafor market for 
American textiles.” This is 
characteristic of the industrial 
ization of nations the world 
over which were formerly de- 
pendent on imports of: textiles. 

Indonesia's Dependence 

One of the great popu 
masses of the world still so de- 

ndent is Indonesia. A Hong- 

ong textile man recently asked 
the writer, rhetorically, what 
would happen when that coun- 
try settles down politically and 
starts to build its own textile 
mills, as all its neighbors are 
doing. Another 100-million- 
Lh market will be self- 

led. 

furray offers an interesting 
comment on the Red Chinese 
“Invasion” of the textile mar- 
kets of Asia last year. He de- 
scribes this effort as aimed at 
hampering India’s second five 
year plan, undermining the 
Japanese econgmy, and building 
up prestige in politically un- 
settled countries in this year. 
“Even Communist enterprises 
cost money to operate,” he 
comments, “and estimates as to 
the losses on these exports 
range from $10 to $20 million 
dollars which Peiping probably 
charged off to Simeone

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Western Notes to Moscow 
The publication of the text of the American, British 
and French replies to the Soviet Russian note of March 2 
marks a step forward in the delicate and confusing deli- 
berations which seem to be gradually (if very slowly) 
leading up to a summit conference on the future of Ger- 


many and Berlin. 


In the American note, the United States Government 
makes the specific proposal that a meeting of France, the 
Soviet Union, the United Kingdom and the United States at 
the foreign minister level be convened in Genevd on May 
11, to consider questions relating to Germany, including 
a@ peace treaty with Germany and the question of Berlin. 
The purpose of the foreign ministers’ meeting, the note 
says, should be to reach positive agreements over as wide 
a field as possible and in any case to narrow the differences 
between the respective points of view and “to prepare 
constructive proposals for consideration by a conference 
of heads of government later in the summer.” 

The note emphasizes the principal point already made 
by President Eisenhower in his public utterances but ap- 
parently misunderstood in some quarters when it declares 
that “as soon as developments in the foreign ministers’ 
meeting justify holding a summit conference the United 
States Government would be ready to participate in such 


a conference.” 


The possibility of the participation of other countries 
at a certain stage in negotiations is contemplated in the 
note, but it is pointed out that the United States Govern- 
ment believes that the proposed meeting should, at least 
at the outset, involve only the four powers responsible for 


Germany. 


The British note follows much the same lines as that 
of the United States. The French note, the briefest of the 
three, declares that the agenda of the foreign ministers 
conference cannot cover exclusively the Soviet position. 
Germany and European security must be discussed. 

It is natural to ask just where these three Western 
replies to Moscow’s original note leave us. So far as de- 
tails are concerned we shall doubtless have to wait and 
see. But it is clear that, despite British Prime Minister Mac- 
millan’s previously expressed view that a summit confer- 
ence ought to be held whether or not the preliminary for- 
eign ministers’ conference is a success, the joint effect of 
the notes now sent to Moscow is that if the preliminary 
conference does not meet with a reasonable measure of 


success the summit conference will be “off.” 


If Moscow 


agrees to this view, presumably it will be under the-obliga- 
tion—if it really wants a summit conference—to accom- 
modate itself, at least, to some extent, to the Western views 


and proposals. 


Some people, who are ready enough 


to concede that 


a summit conference could be of no value without some 
agreement at a foreign ministers’ conference first, may be 
inclined to believe that agreement at a foreign minister 
level is unlikely without being preceded by more preli- 
minary negotiations. The answer is that no doubt the May 
11 conference will be preceded by a great deal of activity 
in the Chancellories of Europe and many diplomatic com- 


ings and goings. \ 


There is some danger, we fear, in the May 11 talks 


being made too wide in scope. 


If Poland and Czecho- 


slovakia are to be brought into the discussions, even at a 
later date, all kinds of side issues are likely to arise 
It seems essential that the question of the reunifica- 
tion of Germany should be dealt with first of all. The 
pons can then proceed to consider other matters, a peace 
aty and the final settlement of frontiers and cognate 


problems. 


But what is the chief obstacle to the reunification of 


Germany? 


Surely it is the existence of the Communist 


regime set up in East Germany under Soviet auspices? 
It is the continuing existence of this regime which com- 
mends itself to Moscow and which makes the Soviet leaders 
dubious about agreeing to any plan for reunification of 
Germany which would involve abandonment of the Ger- 
man Red leaders to absorption into the nationwide polit- 
ical structure of a new Germany. 

Can Moscow go to a foreign ministers’ conference 
prepared to accept a program for German reunification 
which will allow of the absorption of Communist East 
Germany into a great liberal democracy? That is to our 
mind the first and largest question. If that question can be 
disposed of, the powers may get down to fixing permanent 
frontiers, stating conditions and international obligations 
for the new reunited Germany, and planning for withdrawal 
of foreign troops and the security of Europe. 


The Duel Goes On 


Problems Loom as Combat Against Vice Enters Second Year 


In four days, or on April 1, 
Japan will mark the start of the 
second year in the enforcement 
of the antivice law. How good 
or how bad the results have 
come out is at the center of cur- 
rent attention. 

To repeat the expression once 
used in these columns, an obser- 
ver may summarize the situa- 
tion as continuance of the run- 
ning duel against the ancient 
evil, in which an estimated total 
of at least 100,000 women were 
involved just before the law 
took effect. 

Official authorities think that 
one year is too short for evalua- 
tion of this kind of work and 
they are certainly right on this 

int. But when they say the 

w enforcement, the first at- 
tempt ever made in this coun- 
try, has turned out pretty suc- 
cessful, it may well be asked 
whether they are keeping in 
view the entire scope of the 
problem, which frustrated many 
a reformist in the past. 

The official quarters is ready 
to release a report on the mat- 
ter in April, as soon as the 
statistics for March are tabulat- 
ed to complete the picture for 
the past one-Year period. ‘ 

The ruleofthumb sketch of 
the situation, however, is this: 
Out of the estimated total of 
100,000 delinquent women, 50,000 
were employed in the so-called 
red light districts, whose light 
went out on April 1, 1958 or 
even earlier throughout Japan. 
A considerable number of them 
may have reverted to their im- 
moral practices and more than 
10,000 of them were brought to 
police attention. But the offi- 
cials concerned claim that ‘hey 
have dealt a stinging blow to 
the ancient vice. 


_ Pat on the Back 

As a pat on. the back, a re 
came from the Ground Self-De- 
fense Force units at Narashino, 
Chiba Prefecture, that most 
young men in the barracks, due 
to the official double-S policy 
(savings and sports), do not 
want to spend their money in 
houses of ill repute. 

Whether this piece of evidence 
is strong enough to shatter the 
defeatist view that the vice is 
uncontrollable, the official quar- 
ters hope that younger genera- 
tions will grow free from the 
lure of commercialized vice. 
If this hopeful theory is right, 
men in unhappy marriages 
should also be expected even- 
wally to cease buying female 
favors. ‘Thus far, married men 
rather than the unmarried have 
posed more of a problem. 

Another heartening fact is 
that the debt bondage of wom- 
en has sharply decreased due 
to dispersal of the marketplaces 
of that immoral trade. 

This official optimism stands 
out In contrast with the journal- 
istic pessimism on the subject. 
Preference of the unusual is 
inevitable orientation of journal- 
ism and sensational reports on 
isolated cases tend to blur the 


over-all picture. After sifting 


the product of yellow journal- 
ism, however, one cannot escape 
the unpleasant residue indicat- 


ing issues that are very much 4 


alive. 
Difficult to Prove 

Since the antivice law does 
not punish the immoral act it- 
self, it is usually very difficult 
for the police to prove that the 
case in question is not a love 
affair but a commercial act. 
This difficulty partly explains 
the reason why men can still 
satisfy their impure desires 
rather easily. 

The detectives usually take 
one week to one month or more 
to establish the fact. The law

Fisheries Talks 

It is regrettable that the So- 
viet side proposed to set Japan's 
salmon catch quota at 50,000 
tons on the ground that Japan’s 
off-shore salmon fishing has 
caused a sizable decrease of sal- 
mon in the restricted fishing 
area. Past Japanese surveys and 
experiences, however, show that 
the present scale of Japan's off- 
shore salmon fishing will never 
prove a major factor causing a 
decline in salmon resources. It 
cannot be understood why the 
Russian side is trying to attrt- 
bute the decline in salmon re- 
sources to the off-shore salmon 
fishing by ignoring ao 
data. The biggest reason for the 
decline is the Russian fishing for 
salmon at the estuaries of its 
rivers.—Sankei Shimbun 


The Soviet fishery delegates 
made a proposal regarding 
Japan's salmon catch quota 
within the restricted area 
Thursday for the first time 
since the start of the Russo- 
Japanese talks. The 50,000-ton 
proposal, however, constituted 
a mere one-third of Japan’s re- 
= for 165,000 tons and less 

one half of the 110,000 
tons for last year. Such a poor 
quota will certainly deal a 
crushing blow to Japan's north- 
ern Pacific fishing industry. 
Moreover, the nation’s 600,000 
fishermen concerned with north- 
ern Pacific salmon fishing will 
be placed on the brink of bank- 
ruptcy or thrown out of their 

. The’ Soviet proposal will 
only be aimed at restricting 
Japan’s salmon catch by run- 
ning counter to the spirit of 
the Japan-Soviet fishery treaty. 
—Mainichi Shimbun 


The Soviet side at a meeting 
of the Japan-Soviet Fishery 
‘ Committee Thursday made a 
proposal to set Japan’s salmon 
catch quota in the restricted 


fishing zone for this year at 
50,000 tons. This was quite a 
reduction compared with the 
quota of 110,000 tons last year. 
It was natural that the Japa- 
nese delegates rejected it im- 
mediately. The Russian pro- 
posal clearly clashed with the 
past statements made by the 
Soviet side. Russian chief dele- 
gate P. A. Moiseyev once told 
Japanese newsmen that Japan 
will be able to catch 70. per 
cent of its average salmon catch 
of the past three years even in 
the restricted fishing area.— 
Asahi Shimbun

Arbitration Award 

The Public Corporation’ and 
Government Enterprise Labor 
Relations Commission has hand- 
ed its arbitration award for a 
wage raise to the Government 
and 10 public enterprise work- 
ers unions.

establish better labor practices 
and in the light of its past pro- 
mises.

By KAZUO KURODA 
enumerates as punishable almost 
every conceivable operation 
pertaining to the commercializ- 
ed vice, except the immoral act 
itself. This enumeration would 
seem to strengthen the police 
hand. But that is not always 
so. Precise definition in law, 
which restrains the police, some- 
times seems just so much beat- 
ing about the bush. 

Why not punish the act itself, 
then? This question is a nat- 
ural one, But the consequence 
of such legislation would be to 
allow the police to step into the 
closed chamber. This kind of 
investigation is open to the cri- 
ticism from the human rights 
angle. 

And the policemen themselves 
do not necessarily want that 
power, because the man in the 
chamber would then refuse any 
testimonies for fear of punish- 
ment. This is indeed a dirty 
fact. 


Male Idlers 


An even tougher problem to 
the police is posed by the male 
idlers, who live on the money 
from the abused women. If they 
are outright gangsters quick to 
threats and violence, they come 
under various laws of this coun- 
try including the antivice law. 

But there is another dirty fact 
to the problem. The idler is 
sometimes the legal husband 
and in most cases common-law 
husbands. At present, the male 
idlers are regarded as the major 
root ci evii but the police do 
not know what to do despite re- 
peated protestations of stern- 
ness. 


In the July-December period 
of last year, the Metropolitan 
Police Department of Tokyo 
arrested 337 of those idlers. 
Forty-seven of them were legal 
husbands, 289 common-law hus- 
bands and one was just a para- 
mour. Of the same total, 186 
were jobless; 259 were in good 
health, 74 were sick and four 
were physically handicapped. 

Since those idlers cannot offer 
much effective “protection,” 
their relations with the women 
seem to indicate a sad abuse of 
womanhood, which even in the 


abyss of vice still seeks a sem- 


blance of steadiness. Of the 
same total, 117 got to know the 
girls as their clients. 

These difficulties on the police 
side look indeed formidable. 
But still more formidable is the 
a of rehabilitating the fallen 
girls. 

For this purpose, the Welfare 
Ministry is subsidizing up to 80 


per cent of the cost of prefec- 
tural women’s rehabilitation 
centers throughout the country. 
There are 63 centers at present 
and 12 more are planned, 
These institutes are more 
than sufficient in number to 
meet the present need. The 63 
centers can accommodate a 
total of 2,400 girls but they are 
holding only 1,000 now. Out 
of the 46,890 girls who availed 
themselves of the official con- 
sultation service before April 1, 


1958, only one per cent entered — 


those institutes. 


The obvious need at this mo- 
ment is to improve these cen- 
ters qualitatively still further. 
The Welfare Ministry is plan- 
ning to develop lines of speciali- 
zation among the centers. In 
this plan, some centers will re- 
ceive, for instance, girls from 
large cities, some others girls 
from rural areas and some tuose 
needing recuperation, 

One cannot but feel a sense 
of incongruity between the of- 
ficial optimism and the difficult 


over-all picture, which was 
briefly described above. 
Real Problem 


Official optimism may be con- 
scious in that the Government 
has to defend its position against 
the advocates of defeatist view 
on the matter. Apparently, 
however, the police and the 
Welfare Ministry do not want 
to overstep the bounds of their 
duty prescribed by law. And 
within these bounds, their 
achievements may be largely 
satisfactory. 

But the real. problem lies in 
the domains where the minions 
of law’do not reach. The mor- 
ally offensive flesh market dis 
appeared with the enforcement 
of the antivice law but the hid 
den evil has increased inevit- 
ably. In the second round of 
this running duel against en- 
trenched evil, it is the zeal of 
pursuit that counts. 

Usually, the duty of a rehabili- 
tation center ends when girls 
finish vocational guidance and 
become ready for work. But 
odds are heavy against them, 
because of popular prejudice 
and their low average lL. Q. 

The Bethesda Deaconess 
Home, a center in Tokyo run by 
a Christian minister, has decid- 
ed to establish a “colony,” so 
that girls may permanently re- 
side there under Bethesda’s care. 
The guiding philosophy of that 
“house of mercy” is that even 
the weak have the right to live. 


Anti-U.S. Move in P.L 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The in- 
fluential Wall Street Journal 
said Wednesday there is “ample 
evidence the Filipino firsters are 
out to irritate the U.S.” in spite 
of assurances to the contrary 
by -Philippine President Carlos 
P. Garcia. 


The financial daily, in a dis- 
patch from Manila that occupied 
a full column on the front 
and another column inside, 
uoted Garcia as saying that 
the “Filipino First” movement 
is not damaging friendship with 
the United States. 


It said Filipinos cannot agree 
on what “Filipino First” really 
means. 

“Nearly everyone agrees, how- 
ever, that the ‘Filipino First’ 
campaign has much to do with 
the recent outbreak of hostility 
against the U.S. in this strategic 
land that has been the best 
friend Uncle Sam has in ail 
Asia, a bastion in America’s 
chain of defensive bases facing 
Red China, and an important 
consumer of U.S. goods ranging 
from television sets to automo- 
biles,” it said. 

The Wall Street Journal re 
called that certain Filipinos 
had been agitating for aboli- 
tion of the reciprocal trade 
with the United States and im- 
position of a 40 per cent ex- 
change tax on American goods. 

It said this was in addition 
to demands for payment ofthe 
Philippine omnibus claims and 
for economic loans. 

“Many informed observers 
here speculate that the Fili- 

ino First movement, and the 

ostile attitude toward the 

U.S., were deliberately contriv- 
ed by Philippine politicians 
eager to draw popular attention 
away from the country’s pres- 
sing economic problems,” the 
dispatch said. 

“Big government deficits, 
creeping inflation, and chronic 
unemployment persist, along 
with recurrent charges of ad- 
ministrative corruption and 
graft. 

“Last year the public dept 
rose by 162 million pesos, or 
nearly 10 per cent. This helped 
push up the money supply by 
7 per cent, and intensified 
the nation’s inflationary trend, .. 

“The Garcia regime seems to 
be unwilling to strengthen the 
Philippines’ economy through 
belt-tightening measures, and 
the value of the peso has wilted 
to about half its official rate of 
two for one U.S, dollar. 

The newspaper quoted For- 
eign Secretary Felixberto M. 
Serrano saying: “There is some 
feeling that the United States 
has been taking the Philippines 
a little too much for granted, 
particularly in the field of eco- 
nomic aid, which has declined.” 

Vice President Diosdado Maca- 
pagal was quoted: “The pow- 
erful emotional appeal of the 
Filipino First drive should not 
be underestimated. The Admin- 
istration is trying to arouse 
everyone in the country this 
way and I expect President 


Garcia even to make an issue 
of my pro-American stand.” 
The dispatch said that US. 
businessmen, with a combined 
investment in the Philippines of 
about $450 million, were “dis- 
turbed but not yet alarmed.” 


It quoted Stanley Fisher, ex- 
ecutive vice president of the 
American Chamber of Com- 
merce in Manila: “We have to 
move toward greater Filipino 
ownership and management of 
US. firms to avoid trouble.” 


Jim Lindberg, broadcasting 
firm executive, was quoted: “TI 
can see what's coming. They 
definitely want to get Ameri- 
cans out of business here.” 


The Wall Street Journal said 
American firms were replacing 
American staff members with 
Filipinos except in top mana- 
gerial posts. 

“The U.S. shift toward more 
Filipino yrntang ong is coming 
none too soon for the republic’s 
powerful business interests,” it 
said. 


it said that on Manila’s Es- 
colta “a covey of young men in 
brightly colored sport shirts 
will edge up to you, one after 
another, and ask if you'd like 
to buy some pesos for 25 cents 
apiece.” 

It added, “The Garcia Ad- 
ministration, however, refuses 
to acknowledge reality and de- 
value the peso.” 

It quoted Alfredo Montelli- 
bano, sugar man: “What's the 
best business in this country? 
Quite simple, just get a dollar 
allo¢ation and sell it. You don’t 
have to work.” 

The newspaper continued: 

“The lush life many Filipinos 
are enjoying—it’s impossible, of 
course, to determine if they 
came by their good fortune 
honestly—is clearly visible on 
the Escolta. Imported Mercedes- 
Benz motor cars or even 1959 
Chevrolets, costing more than 
$6,000 here, carry the rich on 
their rounds, while the poor 
cram into a gaily-painted, pony- 
drawn ‘caretala’ with a fringe 
on top that costs but ten 
centavos or a U.S. nickel at the 
official exchange rate.” 

It also said: “Columnists in the 
Manila Chronicle, which Jraws 
more attention than its 17,000 
circulation would seem to war- 
rant, take turns berating the 
U.S. and calling for more politi- 
cal ‘neutrality’ for this normally 
pro-American nation. The same 
argument is echoed by Philip 
pine Senator Claro Recto and 
others in the anti-American fac- 
tion. Another Chronicle colum 
nist blasts the U.S. military 
establishment here with the ex- 
hortation that ‘the more useful 
the American bases are to Amer- 
ica, the more dangerous for us.” 

It said that irritation with the 
United States is less pronounced 
outside Manila. It quoted provin- 
cial Filipinos as saying they 
liked Americans.

One of the cdntroversial is- 
sues now confronting the Diet 
is the minimum wage bill 
which passed the House of Rep- 
resentatives and is in the proc- 
ess of deliberation by the 
House of Councillors commit- 
tee. However, it is unlikely 
that the minimum wage system 
will pe set up during the pres- 
ent session. 

With the approach of the 
election for the House of Coun- 
cillors the Socialist Party is at- 
tempting to curry favor with 
the labor unions by insisting on 
a minimum wage of ¥8,000 at 
the age of 18 in all industries 
throughout the country. How- 
ever, for small-scale business 
and industries ¥8,000 is suicidal 
wages. Though the plan is 
ideal it is unrealistic, 

The Liberal-Democratic Party 
must win the support of busi- 
ness circles at the polls and re- 
fuses to legalize minimum pay 
on a nationwide basis as 
posed by the Socialist Party. 
Since this issue was first taken 
up by the Diet in April 1957 
the Labor Ministry has made a 
survey of the wages at 80 dif- 
ferent industrial plants. Ac 
cording to the survey an aver- 
age of from ¥3,850 to ¥4,900 is 
paid to employes aged 15 in 
the majority of the 80 plants 
while 15 per cent pay as much 
as ¥6,500 to ¥7,200. LEighteen- 
year-olds get much more than 
¥8,000 at such places. 

The Tory party, therefore, 
argues that the setting up 4 
minimum wage system on a na- 
tional level will decrease the 
earnings of 18 year-old workers 
who are now receiving better 
pay. The party insists upon 
its own plan to let employers 
decide the minimum pay ac 
cording to the kind of indus 
tries and businesses. 

However, juvenile workers 
employed at shops and small 
industrial plants will be ex- 
ploited if this system is adopted. 

Minimum pay, even though 
not as high as the Socialist 
Party would have it, should be 
regulated so that workers in 
their teens will not. become 4 
source of cheap labor. Labor 
unions at large plants can in- 
fluence the Administration to 
adopt a more favorable pay 
standard for the benefit of 
young workers. The law must 
protect the majority who are 
working under unfavorable con- 
ditions. 

I hope that both parties will 
cooperate and work out a plan 
by which young laborers will 
benefit. Neither party should 
use the issue as a tool to attain 
its political aims, but the wel- 
fare of juvenile workers must 
be foremost in the minds of the 
lawmakers. 

At present those who are em- 
ployed at large firms and plants 
get higher pay for shorter 
working hours, in accordance 
with the Labor Standards Law 
while the unfortunate ones at 
small shops are working longer 
hours for less pay.

The Labor Scene

The Coal Strike---a Cruel Dilemma 


On March 23, for the first 
time in seven years, the power- 
ful National Coal Miners Union 
(Tanro) issued instructions for 
a nationwide wnilimited strike 
affecting 180,000 employes of 
the 14 leading collieries, There- 
with commenced a_i dispute 
which finds neither of the two 
side: at fault, and which, in the 
final analysis, cannot result in 
the usual “gainer and loser.” 


At the outset it commenced 
as a normal seasonal demand 
by the union for monthly ¥2,- 
000 wage increase. However 
talks between the employer 
group and Tanro soon sharply 
shifted emphasis when the 
spokesmen for the Mitsui Min- 
ing Co., the nation’s largest, 
proposed the “voluntary re 
tirement” of 6,000 pit workers 
and an estimated 600 white 
collar employes, representing 
an approximate 15 per cent re- 
duction of the total work force. 


Tanro countered by insisting 
on a joint settlement of this 
issue together with the indus- 
trywide wage increase demand. 
Both sides have assumed in- 
flexible attitudes, , refusing to 
give ground. At this writing 
the matter is in the hands of 
chairman Ichiro Nakayama of 
the Central Labor Relations 
Board who is striving to arrive 
at a compromise formula. 


Despite the outward ap- 
pearances of industrywide bar- 
gaining talks this controversy 
essentially . pits the union 
against the big Mitsui Mining 
Co. It has all the makings of 
the type of showdown that has 
been long expected by those 
tonversant with the problems 
of the coal mining dustry. 
(See my article on this paper: 


pro- “Japan’s Most Radical Union,” 


dated Sept. 1, 1959). 


The coal mining industry has 
long since been recognized as 
an ailing sector of the Japanese 
economy. Much of the coal 
yield is neither high grade nor 
suitable for. use as industrial 
coking coal; mine veins are not 
big nor easily accessible, over- 
head costs are high, greater me- 
chanization is required and the 
work force is being continually 
reduced. 


In common with most indus- 
trialized nations Japan is ex- 
periencing a decline in the de- 
mand for coal. Oil and natural 
gas are being utilized to an in- 


creasing extent. The recent re- 27 


cession produced an even 
further reduction in the de- 
mand for coal. Consequently the 
coal mines, which even before 
this had been expériencing la- 
bor surpluses, were constrained 


to carry out further personnel };, 


reductions. most large 
concerns this is being accom- 
plished through the process of 
natural attrition: as an old 


worker is retired no replace- ! 


ment is hired. 


At the Mitsui mines, how- 
ever, the situation is altogether 
different. In 1953 the executives 
at the huge Miike mine in Kyu- 
shu totall mishandled the 
proposed discharge of 2,000 em- 
ployes causing the famous 113- 
day strike which ended in a 
complete victory for the union 
and the reinstatement or gen- 
erous settlements accorded to 
the dischargees. 


At that time the company 
was forced to agree to the in- 
ciusion of a contract clause 
whereby the discharge of work- 
ers was excluded and, in the 
event of the retirement of an 
employe because of old age or 
iliness the company was re- 
quired to hire another mem- 
ber of his family. 


These provisions have caused 
the number of personnel em- 
ployed to remain constant de- 
Spite a declining coal market 
and deficit operations while the 
personnel rosters of Mitsui’s 
competitors were being adjust- 
ed. It is this problem wh is 
the core of the dispute. 

The union men find them- 
selves confronted by a cruel 
dilemma. In private they will 
readily acknowledge that the 
Mitsui mines, from the point of 
view of efficient operations, em- 
ploy an excessive number of 
workers. But for a Japanese 
worker there are few things in 


life less terrifying than the loss 
of one’s job. 

The Japanese labor market 
is tightly sealed. Once a worker 
is discharged it becomes. almost — 
ir.possible to find another jo». 
Particularly among the larger 
concerns, a discharged worker 
is not to be hired. 


The prospect for such a per- 
son, once he has run through 
his discharge money, is a 
future of poverty and  in- 
security. The popular Japanese 
expression “kubi-kiri” appro- 
priately enough denotes de- 
capitation as well as discha 
It is little wonder then that 
bor-management struggles over 
personnel cuts often become 
pathetic, emotionally charged 
affairs. 


As things stand at the present 
it is probable that the union 
may very well be forced to 
comprom reluctantly 
agreeing to the voluntary re- 
tirement of a minimal number 
of workers. It is either this or 
to become engaged in a igng, 
exhausting fight which cannot 
result in a decisive conclusion. 
But the achievement of a com- 

romise formula may still be 
ar off. The big like Mine 
Local (16,000 members), whose 
leaders and members are famed 
for their militancy and extrem- 
ism, regard this dispute as a
